Letter Bears 


Death Threat 
to McAndrew 


Superintendent of Schools William 
McAndrew and his family were threat- 
ened with violence, even’ to the point 
of death, in a letter received by the su- 
perintendent, it was revealed yester- 
day. 

The letter, evidently the work of a 
“crank,” declares that the “junior 
high affair” climaxes the actions of 
the superintendent and advises him to 
pack up quietly and resign in a few 
days or he will be “dead in a very 
short time.” 

Gives Him “ Warning.” 

The letter is written on ordinary 
folded note paper in a fairly legible 
hand. It is signed “ Watch out!!!” 
It follows: 

“We are sending you a fair warning 
to let you know how very hear dis- 
missal you are. We are tired of you, 
you rotten, deceitful Scotchman. Go 
back to where you came from or we 
will kick your head off your shoul- 
ders. Who told a dunce of an old man 
like you to come and rule our schools. 
It must have been another crazy man 
like yourself that brought you here. 

“You showed usthow what you are 

able to do, and that is nothing. Get 
out or we will get your head blown off 
your shoulders. If you are playing the 
} goat for some one else we know what 
you had better do for yourself if your 
life is not insuréd. You will be dead 
in a very short time. Remember this 
is not a joke. We have been watching 
you for you to tame down, but you 
have not as yet done so.

Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Spe- 


cial.]—Formal reply to the protest of 
the Japanese government against the 
exclusion provision of the new immi- 
gration law is made by Secretary of 


State Hughes in a note to Masanao 


Hanihara, the Japanese ambassador, 
made puDlic today. 


Secretary Hughes expresses appre- 


ciation for the voluntary cotperation 
of the Japanese rovernment in carry- 
ing out the gentlemen's agreement of 
1907-08 and states that under the cir- 
cumstances it is proper that the Jap- 
anese government should be considered 
released as from July 1, when the ex- 
clusion provision. of the immigration 
act becomes effective, from any further 
obligation under the old agreement. 


Should Not Affect Friendship. 
The secretary concludes his letter 


by expressing the conviction “that the 
recognition of the right of each gov- 
ernment to legislate in control of im- 
P anceg should not derogate in any 
d 


gree from the mutual good will and 


cordial friendship which have always 
characterized the relations of the two 
countries.” 


Secretary Hughes, after citing the) 


language of the sections which exempt 
certain classes from the exclusion pro- 
vision, states that when these excep- 
tions are taken into account the pro 


vision does not differ greatly in its 
practical application or in its policy 
from the gentlemen’s agreement under 


which the Japanese government co 


operated in preventing the emigration 

of Japanese laborers to this country. 
By Law Instead of By Agreement. 
The only point of substantial differ- 


ence he says, is that in the immigra- 
tion act congress has exercised its pre. 
rogative in defining by legislation the 
control of immigration instead of leav- 
ing it to international arrangements.

The Japanese ambassador sketched 
the history of the relations of the two 
nations, from when Commodore Perry 
set foot on the shores of Japan, to the 
signing of the Washington conference 
treaties. He refrained from any spe- 
cific mention of the immigration law 
with its Japanese exclusion provision. 

After thanking Brown university for 
the complirrent bestowed upon him, 
which, he said, was an assurance of 
good will and friendship, the ambassa- 
dor expressed the hope that the long 
friendship’ between the two nations 
‘would survive. “Ayé: It will sur- 
| vive, if we-remain true to our worthy 
traditions of the past, which is an em- 
bodiment of that great human spirit 
of mutual toleration and esteem.” 

He paid high tribute to the many 
ambassadors and ministers who have 
represented the United States in Japan 
and to hundreds of other Americans 
who have played prominent parts in 
the story of modern Japan. Japan, 
he said, had been confronted with diffi- 
cult problems, but “throughout these 
precarious years of our national] life 
it was America more than any other 
country that helped us always with 
| wise counsel and friendly assistance.

“We of Japan,” he said, “all felt | 
and still feel that we owe America a 
lasting debt of gratitude, which so far 
we have not failed and will never fail 
to repay as opportunities open them- 
sel to us.” 

He spoke of the great trade Japan 
had furnished the western nations. 

“Japan,” he said, “is a factor for 
security and commerce and progress, 
which I sometimes fear is hardly ap- 
preciated by the people of other coun- 
tries. We are and have been for years, 
your greatest customer on the Pacific, 
overwhelmingly so, and the United 
States is the greatest market for our 
products.”’

A CASE FOR POLYGAMY. 

E prophecies to the effect that the 
Mormon descendants would be mor- 
ally and physically degenerate 
within half a century have not 

been verified. Such prophecies are said 
to have been current some seventy-five 
rears ago. The reports of the United 
States bureau of vital statistics show 
that Utah is an exception to the rule 
that a very high birth rate is followed 
by a high baby death rate. 

On the one hand, not all of Utah ise 
Mormon, and, on the other, states in that 
general vicinity share with Utah the 
honor of being exceptions to this rule. 
Therefore, some part, and probably a 
good part, of the result is due to such 
factors as climate, racial stocks, and 
customs. 

tt 

Prof. J. B. Hickman-writes an article 
on the mental and physical qualities of 
polygamous stocks in comparison with 
those peoples in the same section who 
have always practiced monogamy, which 
is based upon a laborious seven years’ 
study. He found the polygamous stock 
taller and better developed - physically. 
This applied to both men and women. 
One confparison was with other groups 
in Utah. Another was with groups of 
boys and girls examined by Boas in Bos- 
ton, St. Louis, Milwaukee, Worcester, 
Oakland, and Toronto. The death rate 
of the polygamous stocks was less than 
that of the monogamous. They also had 
fewer physical and mental defects. 

A measure of intelligence showad the 
polygamous stocks Superior to the mo- 
nogamous. They also showed superiority 
in percentages entering higher institu- 
tions of learning. The proportion achiev- 
ing superiority in their local communi- 
ties was also higher for the polygamous 
stocks. | 

> 

While the size of the average family in 
the Utah populations studied was about 
twice the size of the average American 
family, this was not a direct effect of 
polygamy, since the monogamous stocks 
had larger families than the polygamous. 

It cannot be claimed that Hickman’s 
study is unbiased. Nor is it close. For 


instance, the groups not closely compara- 


ble as to ages. Nevertheless the study 
will convince any one that the old proph- 
ecies about the degeneration of the Mor- 
mon stock were not justified. 

It is probable that more than one 
cause operated to produce the result. 
Hickman says that only one-half of the 


polygamous stocks use tea or coffee and 
only 7 per cent use liquor or tobacce. 
Not all the Mormons were allowed to 
be polygamists. Only the superior phy® 
ically and mentally were chosen for the 
privileges of polygamy, or the duties, 
whichever you choose to call it. In re- 
fusing polygamy to a man Brigham 
Young is said to have added: “ We don’t 
want to raise any more of your kind.”

Chicago, June 13.—Writers to your

Will advocates of government owner- 
ship please take notice of that post of- 
fice situation? Where is any private 
employer who would try to build a busi- 
ness on present post office wages? 1! 
earnestly belaborea the wortd in favor 
of government ownership and sailed into 
government service with the government 
operated railroads. I had to travel, and 
the first rule they laid down was that 
no matter what my orders were, no mat- 
ter what I actually had to spend, I could 
not have any expense account O. K.’'d 
that charged more than $4 per day. 

It was an absolute rule—tyrannical be- 
yond words and unreconcilable with rea- 
son, equity, or sound business. And 
often I was eight and nine months get- 
ting even the little $4 per allowed, after 
I had laid out my own money on their 
work. 

That test of government operation at 
work was an “eyeful.” In 1898 If 
struck another fossilized item of gov- 
ernment operation—which brought me to 
a personal plight as serious and idiotic 
as that in which thé postal employés 
are plunged. On leaving Manila, P. I., 
with an army dietharge, I put all my 
money into postal money orders, pay- 
able to myself in San Francisco. It 
was for safety crossing the ocean. If 
applied at the San Francisco post office 
for my money. I had my army papers, 
which described me to the last freckle 
on my eyebrow, incinding the mole on 
my left shoulder blade. I had the pur- 
chaser’s receipts from Manila, and these, 
as well as the forwarding order they 
had, contained my signature. 

Yet the post office’s collection of fos- 
silized rules made it mandatory that 
they refuse to accept any written or doc. 
umentary identification whatsoever, but 
could pay only and solely on “ personal 
identification.” I became penniless, was 
held up three days on entraining for 
home further east, and at last got my 
money because a total stranger decided 
to “take a chance” and go my surety. 

That is another “eyeful” for all 
advocates of government operation and 
functioning in business to “ weigh up.” 
Where would private business get to if 
it hardened down and lost all its 
“ stretch” and common sense in this 
way? I thought for years that San 
Francisco experience was an isolated bit 
of tomfoolishness, but many a time dur- 
ing the worid war I detrained in strange 
towns with United States treasury notes 
in my pocket and full governmer* iden- 
tification papers and went to post offices 
to cash the notes, as instructed by my 
government chiefs. “Go get a personal 
identifier,” was the oder 
Then a hotel clerk would take the chance 
and I could go along, able to resume 
operations for Uncle Sam, He never 
cares what personal harm he brings his 
agents—rules are made of solid cast iron 
and enforced by people with a tin ear 
and a@ lead chest.
